PASSING a young student in the uniform of Tokyo University the most dar¬ 
ing of this trio of Nipponese beauties ventures to look in his direction 
but he doesn't say anything in the nature of "yoohoa." Japanese youth now 
has plenty of peaceful opportunity to turn its thoughts from war to love. 



DESPITE ATOMIC bombs enough of Tokyo was left to give this peddler of sing¬ 
ing insects a place to sell his wares. To the Japanese these "mushi-uri" have a 
song as pleasant as that of a canary. In late August there was an insect festival and 
numbers of these insects were freed by worshippers in the grounds of certain temples.

FIGHTING RAGING FOREST FIRES-IS REAL DRAMA 


THE PRICE of forest safety is eternal vigilance by watch 
tower observation and plane patrol. Here in a high tower on a 
mountain top an observer spots a pin point of flame that if 
left unchecked can turn many thousands of acres to an inferno. 


THE FIRE DEMON is seen at his terrifying worst in a forest con¬ 
flagration and the present dry season has already been responsible 
for some big blazes in Northern Ontario. Here, from above, is a view 
of the tragic desolation in the wake of a roaring stream of fire. 


WITH AN ALDADE, a watcher, like a gunner getting the range 
of a target, scrutinizes the map on his table to get the azimuth 
or bearing of a patch of fire in the forest. He will be able to 
direct the fire-fighting ground crews to the exact location. 



THIS WAS more or less merely a ground fire in scrub bush but 
it blackened more than 1,000 acres before it was brought under 
control. In this case the fire-fighters are using chemical pack 
tanks to douse the underbrush. Often they run long lines of hose 


to a nearby water supply and employ stirrup pumps or portable 
gasoline pumps. Picnickers, campers, anglers, and later on in the 
fall, hunters get blamed for many blazes, but lightning, too, plays 
an important part. Often a bottle will turn into a burning glass.
